Floodwaters rob 
couple of only child 


ST. LOUIS (AT) — The night 
the floodwatcrs trapped jKcir 
' daughter in a cave. Susan ami 
David Meiherd illuminated lier 
photo with a candle as they 
pmyed. 

"So we could see her, liiink 
about her, talk to hcr.“ Mrs, 
Melhcrd said. 

Wlicn the couple returned 
home I'riday night atler hours of 
helplessly standing yatcli. they 
did not know if Jenny was dead 
or alive. 

The ne.\t morning, tliey re- 
turned to (he- cave to continue 
their vigil. They were such vul- 
nerable figures, sweating, in the 
punishing sun with their three 
sons, the lather in a wheelchair 
stricken with multiple sclerosis, 
their faces lined with the grief 
and far-off look unique to those 
who can only wait and hope.

Meiherd said. "Maybi 
shock and walking around in a 
daze.”

Her mother had volunteered at 
the St. Jo.seph's Home for Buys 
from the time she was 14 until 
she married a decade later. Jenny 
and her oldest hruiher both did 
churiiable work there as higli 
school seniors. 

Jenny went on to Southwest 
Missouri State University in 
Springfield, lyajoring-in advertis- 
ing. To help with college expens- 
es. she worked at the home lust 
summer as a secretary. This simi- 
mer. as she prepared for hcT se- 
nior year, site was offered a job 
as a counselor.

The rescuers, she said, were 
crying as they retrieved the bod- 
ies of Jenny and the tlftli boy. 
She olTcred this meager eomfon: 
"They said .she didn't sulTer," 

Jenny was buried Wednesday 
aller a duircli service overflinv- 
ing with family and friends, in- 
eluding her sorority sisters. In 
tribute, tliey Tilled every seal, 
stood five-deep in the back, 
bunched into Ihe aisle.s. 

"Given the eircumstances of 
Jennifer's death, ilie question (Iiat 
is occupying most of St, Louis — 
aqd most of the world — is; 
Why?" the Rev, l:d Deuisehmann 
said at Most Precious Blood 
Church. 

"There really isn't any answer 
to that question." he said, "Hut I 
do have a theory. I think God 
wanted iier more than he wanted 
us to have her. And we do not ar- 
gue with God," 


Midwest sees little relief in days ahead 


ST. LOUIS. Mo. (AP) — A 
break in-thc rainy weather Imally ' 
arrived in the waterlogged Mid- 
west, bringing welcome heat and 
sunshine Wednesday, but resh* 
dents braced for record river 
crests and troubles flared across 
the region. 

A propane tank forced from its 
mount by floodwatcrs in Jeffer- 
son City prompted the. evacuation 
of about 400 plant workers and- 
(he devastated state capital's few 
remaining residents. And people 
in Jamestown. N.D.. were on 
evacuation notice after part of a 
dam gave way. 

Flooding across the Midwest 
has been, blamed for at least 42 
deaths, and damage has been put 
at more than SIO billion. Thou- 
sands of people have fled their 
homes and businesses and lens of 
thousands of acres of prime farm- 
land have been damaged. . 

But some relief was in the fore- 
cast. 

Vince Aeqtiaviva. a Nalional 
Weather Service meteorologisl. 
.said that after nfore than a nuinlh 
of t clen tless rains , norniul sum-_ 
'hier wetrnter was returning’r 
thanks to a high pressure area and 
a northward shift of the jcl- 
stream.

. . lint .Sheila , VVidnall, a top aero- 
nautical engineer, can tell yo.ii in

• Widnall herself has soared 
tiirough a male-dominated field. 
And now, if confinned by the Sen- 
ate after confinnation hearings that 
begin today, she is about to become 
seerelary of the Air Force — the 
first woman to head a branch of the 
U.S. artned forces. 

After President Clinton an- 
nounced her nomination early this 
month, she told friends and family, 
"This is something I have wanted to 
do from the time 1 was a little girl."

Friends trace Widnall's knack for 
building things and penchant for 
mathematics to her father.

He also worked as 
a production supervisor at the Boe- 
ing aircnift plant in Seattle, here .his 
daughter would later do design 
work during her college summers. 

I ler mother. Genevieve, was a ju- 
venile probation officer.

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U.S. bombing raids 
over Europe intensify

July 1943 was a month of all-out 
cfTort by the liigliih Air Force Hying 
strategic bombing missions from 
England against military and indastri- 
ul largcfs on the European continent. 

Ten major missions were launched 
during the month, including u "Blitz 
Week" of four raids of over 300 
bombcr.s each in five days (July 24. 
25. 26 and 28). The bombers were 
out to build the reputation tlut would 
earn them the tillc “The Mighty 
Eighth." 

The month started with .an inde- 
pendence Day strike by 275 B-17 
"Flying Fortresses" against French 
nircrnfi factories in Le Mans and 
Nantes and against tlie loel^s tit La 
Pallice. 

France was raided again on July 10 
and July 14 with attacks on airfields 
at Caen, Abbeville, Amiens, Villa- 
coubluy and Le Bourget (twice). 
Only 19 bombers were lost in these 
two weeks of combat operations, 
which scored heavy and ticcuraic hits 
on the targets. 

The B-17 was proving its rugged- 
ness. On July 14, a U-17 was at- 
tiicked head-on by three Gemian FW- 
190 fighters. Two were shot down, 
and the third crashed into the 
bomber's wing, wrecking one engine 
and spraying the bomber with shrap- 
nel. The D-17 fell out of formation 
but continued on home and even shot 
- down another enemy fighter on the 
way. 

Raids over Holland on July 17 
were hampered by bad wealiier, and 
most of the bombers were recalled 
without attacking any targets. 

On July 24 over 300 B-17s made a 
daring attack on Nonvay, showing 
their long reach. Tlie fliglU was near- 
ly 2,000 miles round-trip, an un- 
heard-of distance at this point in the 
war.

I7s went down on July 28 when the 
aircraft faciories at Kas.sel and O.sch- 
crslcbcn were hit. These three days of 
Oemian raids had cost 592 men miss- 
ing in action (shot down over enemy 
territory). Eight crewmen were killed, 
and 62 were wounded in planes that 
fctumedl '' 

Second Lt. John C. Morgan won 
the Medal of Honor on July 28. His 
B-17 was badly hit by enemy fighters 
!is it nearc'd the Gcnnan coast, A caiV- 
non shell burst the windshield. The 
pilot suffered a head wound that 
made him delirious. 

Morgan had to fight the pilot for 
control of the plane. The top guimer 
had his arm torn ofiVThe oxygen 
supply to the wai.st and tail of the 
bomber was also knocked out, ren- 
dering most of the crew uncon-scious, 
Morgan, however, kept the bomber in 
formation and completed Uie mission 
to .and from the target, thus saving the 
lives of the crew. 

The Germin fighters were using 
new weapons. On July 28, an FW- 
190 fired a rocket into a fomuilion of 
t he 35 8t h Bomb Group, it scored a 
direct hit on one B-17, which then 
crashed into two other bombers. All 
three went down.

The U..S. I’arule Commission lias deckled 
not to release former I’TL Club host Jim 
Bakker from prison. The decision is a mis- 
take. 

Bakker has served nearly four years ol'a 
lerni ifial was initially set at -15 years by .i 
jmlge who displayed sueli religious biguliy 
sit the senieiiciiig ilvtt an appeals eouh re- 
duced it. first to I Kand llieii to eight years - 
Hakker was convicted of 24 counts of 
'mail fraud, aiding and abetting mail fraud, 
wire fraud, wire fraud by television airways- 
and conspiracy to cyimmil mail and wire 
fraud. I le was sentenced in federal court in 
Charlotte on Oct. 2-h 

While Bakker was one of a number of T\' 
evangelists wiio succumbed to the icnipla- 
lions of several deadly sins, he was the only 
rriurcolivictcd of a'crimc and sentm prison: •*

Aside from any religious lessons learned 
from, the Bakker.alTair, tjiejrublicjicaU ui, . . 
lake another look at how it handles nonvio- 
lent offenders. The present system seems 
unfairly and unwisely administered. In 
many cases, fraud-related crimes are pim- 
islied more severely than violent offenses. 
.-\ccording to I‘J9() Justice Ucpartnicnt llg- 
.iires, a person conv icted of fra.ud. wliidi_cart. 
ries a recommended minimum semciiceof 
IS months, served more of his sentence than 
a convicted drug irallicker. 'i'hosc convicted 
of fraud sened an average I S months of a 
.ll)-monlli sentence, while those convicted of 
drug trafficking and sentenced to ftO nimitlis 
averaged only 24 months in prison. 

Once paroled, the success nttc of those 
convicted of fniud is much higher than that 
of dangerous offenders. 'Die Justice Depart- 
ment says parolees who had been convicted 
of fraud have a 95..1 percent chance of not 
reluming to prison, wliile only ft3.5 percent 
of convicted drug traffickers stay out. 

The public interest is not sened by con- 
tinuing Jim Bakker’s incarceration. He has 
bccM(punishcd cnougli. He has cleaned toi- 
lets in prisonj his wife divorced liim, and he 
is a broken man. It borders on crxicl and un- 
usual punishment to alicnipl to exlnict addi- 
tional pounds of fiesli from a man who has 


asks for money. 

Tlicrc arc several factors 1 believe argued 
favorably for Bakker's parole: the unique- 
ness oflii.s ease, the fact that lie has been a 
model prisoner ami was moved earlier this 
month to a miniimim security camp in Jc- . 
sup. Wa.. and that his length of time served 
1‘cll within the federal guidelines for parole. 
He also appears; to he genuinely repentant , 
and has expre.ssed extreme remurse in letters 
! Tie lias vvrlticn'to friends' and other corre- • •• 
spomienls, copies of which I have obtained. 

.But perhaps Bakker should never have 
heon sentenced to prison. He was a iionvio- 
lent, rumdangerous offender, and tlicre arcy 
already too many of them being warchbused 
expensively iii federal and state institutions. 
They take up space that could be used for 
those who arc serious throats to the public. , 
In fact, because of overcrowding, the truly 
dangerous get out early, often serving just a

Tile Parole Commission .should have let 
Jim Bakker go.

,It's Jong past time to renovate the way we 
bundle nonviolent, nondiingcrbiis oJTcnders. 
Tile relea.s'e ol’Jini Bakker could have been 
a catalyst in tiuil and given ail of us some- 
thing for which wc might have “Pniised the' 
Lord."

factories for durable yoods such 
as cars and computers rebounded 
sharply iti June.' but analysts 
were less than impressed because 
most of the incre.ise came in ilie 
volatile aircraft industry.

Orilers rose 3.S percent from a 
month earlier to a seasonally ad- 
justed SI 3 1.6 billion, the Com- 
mercc'Deparimeiit said Wednes- 
day. 

It was the biy(;est increase in 
six months and followed a weak 
stretch that saw orders droji four 
out of the previous live nionllis. 


Orders dropped 2. -4 percent in 
May and (J.l percent in April. 

In adsance. economists were 
looking for a I percent rebound 
in June. 

.Although the rise reported was 
much better than that, two-thirds 
of it came from a surge in air- 
craft orders, a sector which 
swings wildly from month to 
month. 

Transportation overall jumpcti 
15.1 percent, also the best in six 
months. 

lixcluding transportation, or- 
ders rose just (I..3 percent, fol- 
lowing a l.S percent decline in 
May. 


Durable goods - • long-lasi- 
ing.expensive items such as steel 
beams, turbines, washing ma- 
chtnes'and televisions — arc 
considered n crucial baruincter'of 
the economy's strength. 

Last December, orders .soared 
9.1 percent after consumers went 
on a holiday spcnding'sprcc. 

But consumer dcinaiid softened 
this year, causing a decline in 
factory orders and a buildup in 
stocks of un.sold g«>ods. , 
Consequently, hiring has con- 
tinued to he extremely sluggish 
in manufacturing and — judging 
from Wednesday's report — will 
remain weak. 


- The backlog of unfilled orders 
fell 0.8 percent to S435.5 billion, 
the, lowest level since August 
1988. It was the fourth consecu- 
tive decline. 

A dwindling backlog is an in- 
dication the- current factory work 
force is having little difilcuUy- 
keeping up with the llyw of new 
orders.

HOSrbN (AP) The death of 
Celtics star Regitic Lewis could have 
becQ prevented if he had liceded ad- 
vice that probably would htive ended 
his basketball career, doctors said 
• Wednesday. 

’I’hesc d<Klors suspected Lewis had 
a poleniially Ictlial heart abnonnalily 
called cardioniyopalhy. Tliey said he 
should have received an implantable 
dcnbrillutor -- a device that shocks 
the heart back to nonnal when it beats 
slanderously last — and slopped play- 
ini! basketball. 

.A 12-niember team of doctors ten- 


tatively came lu this conclusion aHcr 
Lewis collapsed duriiid ^ playolT 
dtunc against Charlotte three inonlhs 
^go. But Lewis snuglil another opin- 
ion and was told he had a mild coiuli- 
lion that would not interfere with his 
game. 

Lewis died Tuesday of cafiliac ar- 
rest. apparently resulting from the 
heart problem that the 12-member 
team feared might kill him. 

"He should have followed (he lind- 
iiigs that the 12 of us recommciidcd." 
said a member of the cardiology team 
that made the lirsl gnm diagnosis and 


spoke under the cotidiiion he not he 
iclenlifiecl. 

"We said he needed I'urtlter tests 
atul probably needed a dellbrillaior 
and it was a question wbether he 
would ever play again. If he haiTfol- 
lowed that, he probably would have 
been alive today." 

Several other specialists wlio were 
mil involved in the case hut familiar 
with the details tigreed that a deiibril- 
lalur could have saved Lewis’ life, 

"No one ean be sure, but 1 suspect 
that had he had an implanted dd'ibril- 
laior he wotik! probably be lellitig bis 


physiciati tiiis nuirning that he was 
shuoling lumps and got a shock from ' 
lliis device," said Dr. Ferdinand Ven- 
ditli. ehief of cardiology at the Lahcy 
Clinie outside Huston. 

I'utwis itislead followed the advice 
of Dr, Gilbert Madge of Brigham and 
Women's Hospital in Hoslon, wiio 
said he had a nenroeardiogenie syn- 
cope, a minor fainting disorder. 
Madge rel'ased comment Wcdiie.sday. 
At the hospital, where Madge is di- 
rector of clinical cardiology, a 
spokeswomen would say only that 
l.ewis’ death was inigic.

Hydro operators 
consider lawsuit 
over fish season

. PORTLAND. Ore. — Snake River fall 
clti'nook salmon aVe llireaicncd with extinc- 
tion, but that hasn't stopped regulators from 
recommending that fishermen be allowed to 
catch twice as many of the fish this year. 

A group of electrical cooperatives an- 
nounced Monday that it will sue fedenil and 
slate Hshciy managers over the prop»>sal to 
allow 459 of the .salmon to be caught, com- 
pared to 225 la.si year. An estinwted 1.616 
of the fall cliinook are expected to migrate 
up llic Columbia River sy.stem this year. 

"We don't want to cast aspersions on the 
fishing industry, so imieli as on the goveni- 
ment fish managers," .said Daval Piper, 
spokesman for I'aeifie Northwest (tcncral- 
ing Cooperative, 

He said his industry has spent $.300 mil- 
lion this year to improve dams and boost 
river Hows to help the fish, which has been 
-li-stcd as threatened under the lindangcred

Survey finds kokanee reproducing 
in Anderson Ranch Reservior

PINE — A hope of restoring the once 
bountiful kokaiiec fishery in Anderson 
Raneb Reservoir look on some substance 
during an Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game test last week. 

The department brought in its big lake 
trawler from northern Idaho to take n .sam- 
pling of Anderson's fish life. 

“It appears we do have some natural re- 
production from last year's spawning sea- 
son," says Biologist Chuck Watren. "Wc 
felt wc had a fairly significant run into the 
South Fork (of the Boise River lul rull).*' 

Warren .said the trawl-was turning up 
two groups of this yetir's age class, 'i'hcrc 
were the naturally reproduced ones plus 
those lluit the department planted to sup- 
plement the population. 

“The planted fish generally end up bi;- 
ing a little bigger than natural fish, wc 
suppose because of the little better stun 
they get from hatchery feeding,” he said. 
“Finding both groups in the Iruw], indi- 


cates success for both classes." 

In addition, tlie trawl pulled out ".some 
large individuals that will be spawning 
this fall...from 12 to 16 inches," he contin- 
ued. He noted the reservoir has a reputa- 
tion of producing good-sized kokanee up 
to 16 inches. . 

The larger fish should begin their 
Sjwwning run in late August. 

“We did get .some (kokanee) between 
tlui.se age classes but not many." Warren 
cautioned anglers for the next couple of 
season. 

Fred Rinridge. Region 4 lisliery manag- 
er. said "we p'robably are still looking at 
slow kokanee fishing nexl year. The year 
after we look for angling to pick up." 

Partridge said tlie restoration of an 
abondani kokanee (Isliery w;is ptiramouiil 
to plans for the reservoir. "'When we get 
that built up we ean really start to model 
the lisliery." he said. "We tlien ean do 
something with chinook (salmon) but until 
then, wc have to work with kokanee." 

The deparimetu tried chinook in the 
reservoir over two four-year cycles and 


was rewarded by seeing some iropliy fish 
from six to 13 pounds raken, Chinook are 
a preferred predator because of their life 
cycle of four years. 

Unlike something like walleye, the clii- 
nook will not live several years 'lind be- 
•COflic a unsteady factor in total fishery 
management, jf too many diinooks are in- 
troduced, unless there is natunii reproduc- 
tion, within four years riie predators are 
naturally eliminated. 

For instance, if anglers c;iich ;my clii- 
nook starting next year, it w ill he the un- 
likely result of natural reproduction. 

Partridge said tlie ideal situation would 
he a big kokanee food base and a cliinook 
population th.n would provide trophy op- 
portunity. “We don’t know how they 
would work together.” s;iid Partridge of 
the chinook-kokanee mix. "We feel we 
have the poltfiuial for good spawning 
(gnivel) for both .species." 

"But right now it’s just great to look at 
the reservoir and sec water,” he said of the 
six-year drought that three limes pulled 
Anderson to a' ininimmn pool.

DETROIT - Ron Rakoezy had 
caught one other iiiuskellungc in his 
life, an 11 -pounder be saw fnx'-jump 
in the St. Nltirys River five years ago. 
Rakoc/y vvju: wtillcyc fishing, and itic 
nuiskie grabbed the lure he pitched lo 
it. 

On Memorial Day weekend. 
Rakoc/y wasn't even thinking about 
muskics when soiiicthing slammed 
the onc-eighih-ounce, black hair tail 
jig he was bouncing for walleyes, 
fbe weight pul a serious bend in his 
6 1'2-fooI spinning rod. He thought 
he had snagged the bottom, until the 
bottom Isltirtcd moving. 

After playing with the mysterious 
weight for 60 cautious minutes on 
10-pound line (without a steel lead- 
er). Rtikoc/y boated liletime intiskic 
No. 2. a 5.i-indi, 44-pound wall- 
liangcr that is angling's equivalent of' 
a golfing hole-in-one or a perfect 
game in bowling. 

To he accurate, catching a 44- 
pound iiiuskic is cvcti rarer. A lot oi 
golfers and bowlers will come close 
many times, dropping numerous 
shots inches from tlie pin or rolling 
several 290-plus games. But muskics 
heavier than 25 pounds are su rare 
iod.1y that only a couple of du/en are 
caught in an average year in Michi- 
gan. one of the lop rnuskic states. 
About 75 percent come from Lake 
St. Clair netir Detroit, one of the na- 
tion's rnuskic nirvanas. 

Rakoezy *s fish came May 30 from 
what might prove to be another 
Muskic Alley, if it received the stime 


attention as Lake St. C'liiir. On ihc 
Slime day. Russ Miller of West 
Hrancli. Midi, took a 49-inch. 36- 
pound muskic from the St. Marys at 
Mimuscoiig Bay a few miles t'rom 
wlicrc Rakoezy was fishini; in the 
eastern Upper I’eninsiiia. . 

.Of tlie .33 master angler fish (20 
pomuis or bigger) suhmiiied lo the 
state Department of Natural Re- 
sources la.'R year. 25 came froin 
Lake St. Clair and four I'roin tlie St. 
Marys. 

in 1991. the St. Marys pnulueed 
eight of the 23 master angler 
muskics, compared to 13 from Lake 
St. Clair. With the diri'erenee in fish- 
ing pressure on those two bodies of 
water, the St. Marys might olTer a 
belter shot at a trophy fish. 

And while 20 of (he Lake St. Clair 
fish were caught on recognized 
nuiskie lures, the only St. Marys fish 
taken with deliberate nuiskie tactics 
. this year were speared through ice. 
The other three were eaiighl hy an- 
glers using pike, smallmoiilli and 
walleye lures. 

It raises (he question of what might 
come out of that river if a lot ofgood 
nuiskie anglers worked it. 

"I saw two other fisli tlie weekend 
before, one ;ihout the same size as 
mine and one that was a good font 
bigger." Rakoezy said. “Arui 1 know 
lhat one guy who eiimc up from down 
below to fish muskics in liie St. 
Marys, a guy who rwilly knew what 
he W. 1 S doing and had tlie right gear, 
caught a luiiieh of nice muskics in a 
week," 

Rakoe/y .said liis big muskic head- 


ed Ibr open water when it realized it 
was hooked, a mistake lliat allowed 
him the room and time he needed to 
tire it out. 

"I didn't realize how big this fish 
was until I got it to the net," he .said. 
"I have a pretty big pike net — I’ve 
landed 20-pound salmon in it with no 
trouble - but this llsb bent the net. I 
bad lo gel my wife to iielp me bring it 
in."

Lab seeks treatment 
of salmon disease 


MOSCOW (A[>) — Tension 
crackles in the damp warehouse. 

The dozen scientists, techni- 
cians and students are poised 
with scalpels, vials and stop- 
watches. With a splosh, a huge 
salmon is netted from a tank, 
flipped into an anesthetic bath 
where the thrashing slops in sec- 
onds. 

Picking the fish up by its tail, a 
college student kills it with a cou- 
ple of whacks with a wooden 
stick. The 2»root-iong Chinook is 
placed on a table where the pre- 
cisely timed team cuts off its tail 
and slices its gut, taking samples 
of blood, muscle and tissue from 
inside. 

The timing is essential because 
once rigor mortis sets in the sam- 
ples diminish in their usefulness. 
The samples are used to measure 
the level of o drug being tested to 
treat bacterial kidney disease in 
salmon. 

The fatal disease plaguc.s the 
nation's hatcheries and wild 
salmon stocks. 

Under the direction of Profes- 
sor Christine Moffitt, the Univer- 
sity of Idaho Aquaculture Lab is 
leading the nation in the pursuit 
of a treatment. 

Moffitt’s research, now in its 
nflh year, studies the impact of 
the drug erythromycin in stop- 
ping the spread of the disease in 
salmon. 

Moffitt, the self-described 
“czar" of erythromycin, hos been 
testing it in juvenile and adult 
Chinook since 1989. 

Her research is expected to win 
Federal Drug Administration ap- 
pfovai by next year. Once that 
happens, hatcheries can adminis- 
ter the drug to control the ram- 
pant disease. States such as Idaho 
can use it to boost native salmon 
stock. ' 

This year, more than 150 chi- 
nook have been used in the re- 


search. When the university 
bought the approximate 300 
salmon, they were all infected by 
the bacteria. 

• ‘‘We have never seen a stock 
that wasn’t at least carrying" the 
disease, Moffitt said. 

Because fish naturally pack 
around u lot of bacteria, Moffitt 
said, it's difficult to study the 
bacteria that attacks the kidney. 

That “opportunistic" bacteria 
wails within the fish until stress 
or an illness triggers it to start at- 
tacking. Scientists suspect the 
bacteria is transferred when fish 
are in clo.se quarters, such os 
when they're transported by 
barge. The bacteria also is trans- 
ferred through the female's egg. 

By taking blood, tissue and 
muscle samples from fish at cer- 
tain intervals, MofTitt can deter- 
mine when the drug level drops 
to a safe stage and the fish can be 
returned to it.s environment. 

Sampling is a vital step in gain- 
ing FDA approval. If a fish is re- 
lumed to (he outdoors when the 
drug level is still considered tox- 
ic, the ecosystem and fishermen 
could be banned, she said. 

"That’s what wc’rc essentially 
doing labeling the drug.’’ Moffitt 
said. 

Field trials arc also being con- 
ducted at 120 hatcheries in the 
Northwest, Alaska, Montana and 
California. The “fine-tuning" at 
the field labs provides insight 
into the best feeding methods and 
how different water affects the 
length of time needed to reduce 
the toxicity level. 

Although thi.s part of research 
project is nearing an end, Mofirtt 
refuses to view it that way. 

“You think you've got (the dis- 
ease) licked and something else 
comes up." she said. "There arc 
just so many questions and so 
many new things you just go on 
and on."

. W. Perry didn’t know what he started 
when he cauglit the world record 
lafgeiuoutb bass of 22 pounds. 4 
ounces in Georgia’s Montgomery 
Lake mure than 61 years ago. 

For instance, he didn’t know: 

• The Florida subspecies of the 
ba,ss, vvhich.scientists suspect is the 
same Perry caught, would be shipped 
to Mississippi. Texas, California and 
oilier states; 

• Certain lakes in California would 
become hotbeds for hot-tempered 
fisUerinen who want to live the 
American dream of fame and fortune 
by breaking' Perry ’.s record; 

' A national fishing magazine has a 
standing offer valued at more than 
S250.000 for anyone breaking Perry’s 
mark; 

• Whoever catches the next vvorld 
record lurgcmoulh stands a chance of 
making more than SI million if it's 
taken on brand-name cejuipment and 
he or she is outgoing, personable and 
can tel) a good fish story. 

• A California painting contractor 
would design a plug of giant pr6-por- 
tions and later announce the next 
world record bass would be caught on 
the rainbow trout-colored lure; 

• llie plug would retail for $35 (by 
comparison, the yellow perch fini.sli 
Creek Chub Wiggle Fisb that Perry 
fished costS!.25). 

Allan S. Cole, a 51-year-old Mil- . 
waukee native who’s been living in 
California since. 1952. got his start 
fishing in Wisconsin at an curly age 
"by tying a fishing line on my big 
toe, treading water around docks .nnd 
catching bluegills and crappic.s.” 

He got the idea for the rainbow, 
trout-colored lure "when I saw 
striped boss boil at trout stocked by 
the California Department of Fish 
and Game. I knew I had to have a 
plug that would mimic the trout, run 
fairly shallow and have a wonderful 
wiggle. I’ve been able to accomplish 
all those things.” 

The A.C. Plug weighs under a half- 
ounce, its size of nearly a foot mak- 
ing fishermen think it’s much heav- 
ier. Tlic wood from which its IK- -inch 
in diameter body is made is a “trade 
secret." said Cole, whose lure patent 
is pending. A rubber tail is attached. 
Another secret is the shape of the 
head of the lipicss lure. It will sub- 
merge to Id feet trolled at 2K miles 
per hour on allat ( 1 7-pound-test) line 
about 30 feet behind the boat. 

Colc caught a Castaic record striper 
of 40 pounds on his plug, but w.^s de- 
lighted to leant that strips bass aren’t 
the only fish in the California lakes 
which feed on the trout. Florida-strain 
largcmouth bass love them. too. So 
ilte- first time Cole trolled one of his 
plugs in Casiaic Lake, he hooked and 
caught a I S-pound largcmouth. 

Casiaic was mode famous by Los 
Angeles policeman Bob Crupi. who 
caught a 22-pound, l-ouncc bass 
there two years ago — the second 
largest largcmouth in history. Cole 
later landed another bass over 1 1 
pounds while trolling on Lake Ca- 
sitas, the lake made famous by Pay- 
niond Easley’s 2 1 -pound-plus bass 
caught in I9K0. 


Mute swans threaten to wreak 
havoc in New York ecosystem 


CEMENTON, N.Y. (AP) — As bi- 
ologist Maynard Vance puddled his 
canoe through the reeds, a majestic 
white bird glided toward him. puffing 
its Wings and emitting wheezy whis- 
tles and snorts. 

“He's guarding a nest somewhere 
near here, but it's well-hidden in 
diose catuiils,” Vance, who works for 
the slate Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation, said. "They build 
their nests on muskrat mounds." 

Tlic bird which engaged Vance in a 
floating pas dc. deux was a mute 
swan, one of three mates seen on a 
state-owned marsh near the Hudson - 
• River about 40 miles south of Al- 
bany. 

To the casual birdwatcher, the ele- 
gant swans, pure while except for a 
black mask and knob over the yellow 
bill, may be a welcome sight. But to 
biologists, the birds arc bad news. 

Two .species of swan are native to 
North America: the tnimpeier and the 
tundra, or whistling, swan. TTie mule 
swan, who.se neck is more curvy and 
■voice less melodious than the trum- 
peter and whistler, is a foreigner. 

Like the European starling. Norway 
rat, Eura.sinn milfoil and gypsy moth, 
the mute swan is an exotic species, 
witli the potential to cau.se ecological 
havoc. 

The 25-pound birds cat huge quan- 
tities of wattTr plants. They aggres- 
sively defend a nesting area as large 
as 10 acres against ducks, geese and 
canoeists. And their cigar-size drop- 
pings befoul beaches and reservoirs. 

Wildlife biologists in New York. 
New England and the Great Lakes 
states want to curb the growing popu- 
lation of wild mule swans. 

Efforts so far have centered on ad-

dling. or shaking, .swan eggs, to kill 
the developing embryo. (If the eggs 
were simply broken or removed, the 
swans would lay more). In some cas- 
es, wildlife agencies have shot swans 
or trapped and sent them to zoos or 
private ponds. • 

No control method is without con- 
troversy. After all. swans have more 
charm than, say, a lake-choking weed 
like milfoil. 

"They're pretty marvelous birds," 
said Mike Mossman, a research biolo- 
gist with the Wiscon-sin Department 
of Natural Resources. "1 can under- 
stand people not wanting them to be 
controlled. But we’ve ... decided we 
have to do something before they get 
out ofhand." 

“llus is an exotic species which is 
displacing native birds like black 
ducks and mallards in some areas," 
said Bryan Swift, n slate waterfowl 
specialist in New York. 

Mule swans arc indigenous to Rus- 
sia and Europe, where they liave been 
domesticated by the royal and 
wealthy and immortalized by the likes 
of Yeats. Tchaikovsky and Hans 
Chri.stian Anderson. 

The birds were imported to Ameri- 
ca around .the turn of the century to 
decorate private estates. Captive 


swans released in southeastern New 
York around 1910 are said to be the 
ancestors of nearly all (he wild mute 
swuiis in the Atlantic llyway.’a region 
stretching from Quebec to Florida. 

A separate populaimn of mule 
swun.s, descendants of birds released 
in Michigan, has been growing in the 
upper Midwest for seven decades. 

More than K.OOO.muCc swans were : 
counted in the AHanlic flyway last 
January, said Charlcj^Allin.j^ bioli>- 
gist in the RIkhIc Island Depanmerit 
of Environmental Management. 
That’s an increase of nearly 3.000 
since 1987. 

The birds are found mainly in 
cojislul area.s of New York. Connecti- 
cut. Rhotle Island. New Jersey. Mas- 
sachusetts and Maryland. New York 
state has the most: about 2,0(X). main- 
ly in the lower Hudson Valley and on 
Long Island. 

In Michigan, with 2,800 wild mute 
swans, the state Natural Resources 
Commission has proposed conUolling 
the birds to prevent llicm from inter- 
fering with endangered natives like 
trumpeter swans, which arc being re- 
stored U) the wild. 

In Wisconsin, about 200 tnimpctcni 
h;ivc been hand-reared and released 
since 1987. Mossman saidi The 
state's 250 wild mute swans are con- 
sidered a threat io the irumpetd's as 
well os a nuisance around homes on 
Phantom Lake near Milwaukee. 

Wisconsin is considering several 
ways to control mute swans, Moss- 
man said, such a.s surgically steriliz- 
ing malc.s; replacing real eggs with 
fakes; pinioning birds (a surgical pro- 
cedure to prevent flying) and giving 
llicm to parks or zoos; and. "as a last 
resort." shooting birds. ^
